sewer regulations,

one material might have on another, 
when used in combination, such as the 
composition of cement and mortars, 
paints, lead pipes, and many other 
hiugs.

matter was wit of order. He under- 
stood it to be a resolution when the mo- 
tion was made. 


Mr. Shanklin stated that the ordinance 


was passed for the purpose of giving par- 
ties whose property laced on the street, 
an opportunity to test the question of 
whether the ends of the street could be 
blocked up to tho disadvantage of the 
people of the city. 
Mr Blake said he did not understand 


that it was the business of the city to go 
out of the way to give private parties op- 
portunities to cloud the title of other 
persons' property. 
If the property own- 


ers wanted to test the question, tuey 
could do so without such interference. 


The City Attorney informed the Coun- 


cil that the ordiuanco in question would 
not be allowed to be read in a court of 
justice ir. support of a siut. The law 
points out the way to secure the open- 
ing of streets. The Whitcher map, de- 
fining Fourteenth street, did not make 
it an open street, nor could a map made , 
by any private person have that effect. 
An ordinance of this kind was useless, 
nor would it be of any avail to persona 
bringing suit in the courts. Ihc ordi- 
nance simply places a cloud on the land 
of tho persons owning land which has 
not been dedicated. 


W. 1C. Kowoll said the ordinance had 


already prevented the sale of one piece 
of property. He had been a resident of 
Oakland for seventeen years, and knew 
that n portion of the street had never 
been traveled upon. It was a hardship 
to tho property owners to throw the 
street into the Courts. He saw that the 
ordinance had been passed to enable » 
person south of the street to get r" -I 
his land.
